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Summary 


HE BLOOD-HORSE bids its readers a merry 

Christmas and a happy New Year with the 
feeling that the old year was well spent and 
with the hope that the twelvemonth about to 
begin may see further progress along proper 
lines. No year in racing is ever a routine matter 
of turning over the leaves of the calendar and 
finding what was to have been expected; there 
are too many variable and unpredictable factors 
in the sport. No year can be positively and finally 
appraised until long after it is ended. But any 
year may be accounted good in which there is 
a general improvement in the fortunes of those 
interested in the sport and in which there is a 
reasonable amount of progess toward the per- 
manent betterment of racing. Under both counts 
the year 1935 qualifies. 


There has been more racing in North America 
this year than ever before. The sport has en- 
trenched itself in new territory, and the pro- 
moters whose enterprise has opened up new fields 
have obtained goodly returns, a large part of 
which they have shared with owners, who in 
turn have shared their good fortune with breed- 
ers and others. Nearly 16,000 races have been 
run since January 1. More than 10,000 horses 
have been in competition, and perhaps 6,000 of 
them have won races. Total distribution in 
stakes and purses will probably exceed $13,000,- 
000. There has been a great improvement in the 
prices of yearlings and other Thoroughbred stock. 
Stallion owners are now in a position to realize 
something on the investments they have made, 
as the demand for the services of good horses 
is stronger than for several years. 


Toward the permanent improvement of the 
sport there has been some progress. The tech- 
nique for the enforcement of restrictions against 
stimulation of horses has been made better. The 
pressure of the claiming problem has been eased, 
partly by a carefully considered new rule recom- 
mended by the American Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association and the National Association of 
State Racing Commissioners, and partly because 
of the improvement in conditions generally. The 
totalizator, now used at leading tracks in four 


great racing states, has gained new friends for 
the sport. The problems of starting, timing, 
placing, track conditioning, and the make-up of 
racing programs have received experimental at- 
tention which heralds probable improvements. 
The entry of Santa Anita Park into the field of 
winter racing has brought about a competitive 
spirit between Florida and California which has 
placed winter racing on a plane hitherto con- 
sidered unattainable, and the California Horse 
Racing Board, furthermore, is setting a most 
worthy example for other commissions in its 
firm policy of guiding the sport with a wise hand. 


Another notable development of this year, con- 
tinuously with last, is not so much an improve- 
ment in itself as it is a promise of improvements 
to come. We refer to the fact that the American 
Turf has become articulate, so to speak; has to 
some extent become conscious of itself as an 
entity in which the welfare of the whole depends 
upon fair dealing among all the parts; and 
has accepted a larger portion of the responsibility 
for the direction of its own affairs. The period 
in which the National Association of State 
Racing Commissioners, the Thoroughbred Club 
of America, the American Thoroughbred Breed- 
ers Association, and other such organizations 
began their work may conceivably prove to be 
the most important since the organization of 
The Jockey Club forty-odd years ago. Such or- 
ganizations do not have the autocratic power so 
beneficently exercised by The Jockey Club, but 
they can perform an invaluable service simply by 
pointing the way for racing associations and 
others who are willing to consider their policies 
in the light of the common good. 

But no man would dare to have such hopes 
or to make such appraisals without a studied 
qualification beginning: “On the other hand.. .”. 
And on the other hand there is more than 
plenty. There is so much, in fact, that we shall 
probably use most of this space throughout the 
coming year for references to matters on the 
other hand. But certainly there are occasions 
when we may cease momentarily from the criti- 
cism of racing and give it credit for having done 
some things well and cheer it on to further ac- 
complishments.

A STUD FARM DIARY 


By NOTHING VENTURE 


ECEMBER 15. Another wet Sunday, with 
everything indoors. After a few hours with 
the Sunday papers I spent a couple more going 
from stall to stall contemplating the looks of 
the mares, weanlings, etc. This is a good occu- 
pation for a wet Sunday, for one has ample op- 
portunity for an unhurried inspection and often 
will note things about 4 mare which had escaped 
notice. As the weanlings grow older they seem 
to change in various ways, and the fascinating 
study of conformation is always interesting. 


DECEMBER 16. The rain ceased during the 
night and the horses are all out again today, but 
the men have a big job mucking out the stalls. 
We do not clean out on Sunday’s at any time, 
nor do we do any work on the day of rest that 
is not essential, and a wet Sunday has to be 
paid for the next day. All the wet bedding is 
removed and dry straw is piled along the walls 
of the stall and all damp spots are liberally 
treated with hydrated lime which does the double 
duty of a disinfectant and deodorizer while dry- 
ing up the stall at the same time. The stalls 
are left open to the air until afternoon, when 
they are shaken down and fresh straw added 
whereever indicated. We do not bed the mares 
down very deeply, but they appreciate enough 
under them these cold nights, and they like a 
dry bed, however light. 


DECEMBER 17. The gravel roads have been 
put in shape by the farm crew and all bad spots 
filled with fresh gravel and today the men are 
putting up snow fence where the drifts will form 
when we have our annual snow storms. At 
first blush this may seem a waste of money, but 
when the expense of such permanent improve- 
ments is balanced against the expense of digging 
out a couple of miles of road drifted three or 
four feet deep and entailing the hiring of a 
large temporary crew of men, it looks a good 
investment. 


DECEMBER 18. The Aberdeen-Angus steers 
have been apportioned to the different depart- 
ments of the farm where the most manure is 
made. The stable manure is daily hauled down 
to the well protected large corral where the 
steers feed on the refuse hay and trample the 
manure down, making it really worth something 
when the time comes to apply it to the fields. 
In this way no fresh manure goes on the land. 
Today we hauled a few loads of corn fodder to 
the corral to help along the feed. 


DECEMBER 19. A very hectic day. Anyone who 
takes a day off to take the family Christmas 
shopping will realize the accuracy of the de- 
scription. While in town took time off to visit 
a movie and to admire the wonderful acting of 
Charles Laughton in Mutiny on the Bounty. In 
the local newspaper office the talk was of the 
handicapping of the horses in the Santa Anita 
Handicap and it was a close decision as to 
whether the handicapper or the starter came in 
for the more cussing. 


DECEMBER 20. Up at the training barn this 
morning for a visit with the trainer, whom I 
found watching his yearlings, now free of the 
troubles of training, enjoying their liberty in the 
paddocks where they spend a large part of each 
day.

races staged, the trainer remarked that it 
simplified his work to no small degree when he 
had horses to train which had been used to run- 
ning in big bunches. When that was the case, 
he remarked, the youngsters soon learned to 
take care of themselves in a crowd and got used 
to the crowding and bumping they would after- 
wards meet in real racing. Horses raised in 
single paddocks, or on farms where there were 
only one or two foals annually, take much longer 
to get used to horses hitting them and clods of 
dirt smacking them in the eye. 


DECEMBER 21. A good hunting day with scent- 
ing conditions just right brought out a good 
crowd at our small local meet today. A score 
and a half of riders on all manner of beasts 
followed the 10 couples of foxhounds to covert 
where a red fox was soon put up and gave the 
field a merry chase for a few miles. One noted 
prevalence of the Thoroughbred blood present 
in the horses, several being clean bred. My own 
mount, a western three-quarter-bred of very 
mature years, cannot stick for very long with 
the clean-bred ones at the gallop but when it 
comes to sureness of foot and handy moving 
about, the years as an officer’s mount tell, and 
I am well satisfied.

Fillies 


re B. HANCOCK sounded a warning 
note to racetrack managements last week 
when he remarked, “If it continues to be un- 
profitable to raise fillies, some other disposition 
may be made of them and cause a shortage of 
horses later on. Consequently, it is to the 
interest of the racing associations to do some- 
thing to make fillies less a drug on the market.” 
This is no fantastic thought. And the situation is 
discouraging to those who breed Thoroughbreds 
for racing under their own colors. In line with 
this it is pertinent to note that Jamaica, which 
opens the sport in New York each spring, has 
taken the initiative with the restoration to the 
stakes roster of the Rosedale, a juvenile filly 
stakes. It is suggested by the master of Clai- 
borne and Ellerslie that tracks offer a reasonable 
number of opportunities exclusively for fillies 
and mares of ali grades—not just Oaks races. 
It seems to the writer these would well replace 
the events bringing back to competition so many 
old cripples ranging in age up to 10 and 11 years. 
The public shouldn’t be expected to bet good 
money on that kind.

INTAGEL is slated to move from Columbia

ISCOVERY is at Santa Anita seeking more 

money in one race (the Santa Anita Handicap, 
$100,000 added) than he amassed during his entire 
campaign as a 4-year-old. Webb Everett, hand- 
cuffed by the policy of arbitrarily making the 
top weight 130 pounds, the minimum weights 100, 
acquitted himself as well as could be expected 
in the assignments for the first renewal of the 
Washington's Birthday attraction. The first 
good horse one encounters in scanning the list 
which hasn’t been given the worst of it through 
the weight arrangment is Time Supply, with 114 
pounds. The Texas-owned son of Time Maker 
and Surplice is a hard-hitting colt when at tops 
and he is in clever hands. Discovery cannot af- 
ford to make any mistakes and give the Car- 
reaud performer 16 pounds when the latter is 
going in top form. But the stakes is viewed as 
more or less a formality any way one views it 
from this great distance. It hardly deserves to

like Suffolk Downs and so many other mutuel 
tracks, it is guilty of attempting to attract top 
horses with high stakes and low weights. Oh 
yes, Cavalcade, which was mighty good to those 
bookies who made him 3-2 in futures for the 
first Santa Anita, is slated to try again. He may 
be over-rated at 127, and most of us will be- 
lieve he’s going to start when he reaches the 
barrier.

Bet Receipts 


EW YORK race-goers during the coming sea- 

son will have something to show for their 
wagers if it’s only a scrap of paper, according 
to present plans. When a player places a bet, 
the book will hand him a slip describing the 
wager in every detail. That is as it should be, 
and as it is in the mutuels and tote, where the 
“house” holds the money, the bettor the ticket 
and receipt. The next step will be to insure 
against counterfeit slips. This improvement is 
in line with a suggestion in this space last sum- 
mer and has had the support of that able or- 
ganization, the New York State Racing Com- 
mission, almost from the day it took office.

Books and Mutuels 


HE books became more firmly entrenched 

in New York .State with the decision of 
Governor Hoffman, of New Jersey, not to call 
a special session of the Legislature at which the 
mutuels could be voted upon. As in the case 
of the mutuel amendment in New York last 
winter, the Jersey amendment expired in com- 
mittee when it appeared a favorable vote awaited 
it upon the floor. The threat New Jersey rep- 
resented to New York racing therefore is re- 
moved for at least another two years. Con- 
necticut also failed to legalize the iron men. 
Some of the most important men in racing in 
the Empire State and elsewhere, including 
Col. E. R. Bradley, have announced an intention 
of quitting the sport on the day the mutuels are 
legalized here. William Woodward also favors 
the books. But J. H. and C. V. Whitney and J. 
E. Widener are strong for the tote and books 
operated side by side. The latter plan should be 
most satisfactory to the public.

Disturb's Daughter 


WINNER may come from anywhere. Miss 

Disturb, the only registered foal of 1933 for 
the $600 plater, Disturb, had to win twice to 
graduate, due to a disqualification in her first trip 
to the winners’ circle, but gave her little-known 
sire a 100 per cent average. He has that much 
in common with Boojum, sire of the capable 
Snark. Disturb, a son of Upset and Thoughtless 
Beauty, by Disguise, the writer knew well when 
Frank Letellier handled him for Charles Bacha- 
rach, who has been breeding horses on a small 
scale at Silver Lake Stock Farm. It was there 
he also bred Real Pardner, dam of Miss Dis- 
turb. Disturb, own brother to All Upset, goes 
back to Kildeer, one of the earlier holders of the 
American record for a mile.

TEXAS 


HOUSTON CLOSES 

HE unfavorable weather which struck the 

Epsom Downs meeting at about mid-point 
continued through closing day, December 17, and 
the crowd on that day was estimated at 7,000, 
fair enough when conditions were considered. 
The pari-mutuel handle for the 21 days totaled 
$2,123,364, for a daily average of $101,112, as 
compared with the $117,039 average of the 1934 
meeting. Officials of the track said that the 
venture would have been more successful than 
last year’s had the weather remained good, since 
the first 10 days of the session were running well 
ahead of the 1934 figures. 

Texas racing will be resumed January 1 at 
Alamo Downs, where most of the stables that 
had been racing at Epsom Downs shipped on 
December 18 and 19. On December 18, 800 horses 
were reported at the San Antonio track, and two 
new barns were being built to accommodate 
others for which stabling room had been re- 
quested. The meeting at Alamo Downs, which 
opens January 1, will run for 46 days. 


RULINGS 

Epsom Downs stewards issued the following 
rulings during the closing days of the meeting 
at Houston: For causing a jam which caused two 
horses to fall, J. Atkinson was suspended Decem- 
ber 17, and his case referred to the Texas Racing 
Commission with the recommendation that he 
be given a 20-day suspension beginning Janu- 
ary 1; for an unsatisfactory ride on December 17, 
A. Craig was suspended, and his case referred 
to the commission, with récommendation that 
a further suspension of 10 days become effective 
January 1. 


HOUSTON TRACK FOR SALE 

Manager Lou Smith, principal owner of the 
Epsom Downs track at Houston, said December 
19 that though a number of reports of the sale 
of the track had been circulated recently, he nad 
not received any offer for the plant. Manager 
Smith continued: 

Epsom Downs is for sale and has been since it was 
built, but no one has made me an offer and I cannot 
understand why the report still remains in circulation. 
This year would have been a big winner for the 
stockholders if good weather had prevailed and the 
stockholders are still willing to battle against the 
weather odds for next year, but if any one wants to 
buy the plant I am waiting for a bid. 


MARTIN BARTON WINS STAKES 

Final day of the Houston meeting, December 
17, was featured by the Epsom Downs Handicap 
$2,500 added, all ages, 1 1-16 miles), in which 11 
horses went to post. The winner proved to be 
A. G. Tarn’s Martin Barton (112), a Sir Barton 
gelding which was twice second in Texas stakes 
this fall, but had not previously succeeded in 
winning a stakes event. He was coupled in the 
betting with Wacoche (99), which finished last. 
At the start T. P. Morgan’s Wise Player (3-y-o, 
101) went to the front, and led the field for six 
furlongs. As the field turned into the stretch 
W. F. Lutz’s Bereit (2-y-o, 90), only juvenile in 
the race, came up very fast, and at the eighth- 
pole was leading by a head. Jockey J. Longden 
had been hoiding Martin Barton close to the pace 
throughout, but had succeeded in keeping some- 
thing in his mount. Martin Barton consequently 
responded well when the drive came, drew out 
to win by a length and a quarter, with speed in 


reserve. Bereit held to second place, finishing 
a length and a half in front of Hampshire and 
Vestal’s Indian Salute (109), which nosed out 
Wise Player for third position. Next came 
Genteel Lady (105), exhausted after forcing the 
early pace, and she was followed, in order, by 
Prince Torch (112), Rip Van Winkle (112), 
Strideaway (99), Busy Spain (100), Glynson 
(101), and Wacoche. Time, :2425, :4835, 1:1345, 
1:40, 1:47, track fast. Stakes division, $2,260, 
$500, $250, $100. Martin Barton was the fourth 
favorite to succeed in a stakes event during the 
Texas fall season, 15 first choices having gone 
down in stakes competition.

EPORTS from the fall meeting at Empire 

City, showing a gain of 55 per cent in gross 
receipts, of 43 per cent in attendance, are ac- 
curate but misleading, since the 1934 fall meeting 
was one of 12 days, while the 1935 venture was 
made up of 15 days of racing. Figures released in 
comparison to those of the 1934 fall meeting, are:

However, when adjustments for the different 
lengths of the respective meetings have been con- 
sidered, the recently closed session still shows a 
substantial gain over the 1934 meeting. Attend- 
ance in 1934 averaged 5,460 daily, a gain of 
slightly more than 14 per cent over the 4,775 
average of 1934. Gross receipts, which averaged 
$11,530 daily in the 1934 fall meeting, gained 25 
per cent, and rose to $14,291 this year. Purse 
distribution averaged $6,480 this season, a gain 
of about 9 per cent over the 5,912 which was the 
daily average last year. 


Empire City completes the tale of New York 
tracks this year, all of which have shown notahle 
increases in most departments, and most of them 
in all branches. The 1934 season itself was con- 
sidered a successful one, and that of 1935, which 
made more money despite increased purse dis- 
tribution, apparently indicates that New York 
racing has little to fear from the increased 


competition furnished by New England tracks.

National Hunt Notes 


HE recent reappearance of the Hon. Miss 

Dorothy Paget’s Golden Miller brightened a 
dull week’s ’chasing. Lapses.at the Liverpool 
March meeting notwithstanding, Golden Miller re- 
mains the greatest box-office attraction in Na- 
tional Hunt racing, and the Sandown Park execu- 
tive had the tuck to bill this star performer at 
their fixture on December 6. He ran for a 
two-mile flat race, and was well beaten by the 
Manchester November Handicap winner, Free 
Fare, and the Irish-bred Alarmist. What a dif- 
ferent result we should have had if there had 
been half a dozen fences to cross! National 
Hunt flat races are confined to horses which have 
been placed in steeplechases. The versatile Free 
Fare ran over fences twice last season, and was 
second on one occasion. He is five stones behind 
Golden Miller as a ’chaser, but proved 21 pounds 
superior on the flat. Golden Miller looked well 
and hearty, and I don’t suppose his trainer was 
in any way depressed by his defeat. The gelding 
was much more round of barrel than he will be 
next March, when Miss Paget may reasonably 
hope to see him win a fifth Cheltenham Gold 
Cup and a second Grand National. 


Owen Anthony has not an enviable job in tak- 
ing over the training of Golden Miller. In a 
sense, he is on a “good hiding to nothing”’, for 
he cannot hope to do greater things than Briscoe 
achieved with the son of Goldcourt and Miller’s 
Pride, whereas he may get the blame if the 
champion does not regain his pedestal. Until we 
have seen how he shapes over fences—maybe at 
the Wolverhampton Christmas meeting— it is 
impossible to say whether or not Golden Miller 
is on the slide. 


Amateurs only ride in N. H. flat races, so Mr. 
J. Gordon had the leg-up on “The Miller” at 
Sandown. In all his ‘chases, however, Gerry 
Wilson has been retained to ride—an arrange- 
ment which silences those who said that the 
owner was dissatisfied with the jockey’s riding 
at Aintree last March. 

I saw a nice young ’chaser, Kiltoi, win the 
Quorn ’Chase over three miles at Leicester. A 
son of the Cesarewitch winner, Yutoi, Kiltoi is 
owned by the South Carolina sportsman, Jesse 
Metcalf, who has been hopeful of winning a 
Grand National with Theras, a handsome but 
wayward sort of jumper. In Kiltoi, I think Mr. 
Metcalf has a brighter prospect of taking the 
Blue Riband. The gelding is qualified for Na- 
tional entry, for apart from his Leicester win he 
finished second, beaten a neck, by Double Crossed 
in the Stanley ’Chase at Liverpool, March, 1934. 
He was third to Tapinois and Kellsboro’ Jack in 
the H. H. Handicap ’'Chase at Cheltenham last 
March and although he fell in the recent Grand 
Sefion ’Chase I am inclined to regard with some 
favor the National prospects of this young horse. 

Another likely Aintree aspirant in which I 
am interested is Mrs. R. V. McKim’s 8-year-old 
mare Cahirciveen, by Jackdaw out of Kellsboro’ 
Lass. This.own sister to Kelssboro’ Jack has 
some of the good looks of her illustrious brother, 
and she showed at Sandown when second to Lord 
Portal’s Deminkoff in a three-mile handicap 
*chase that she is thriving under Ivor Anthony’s 
care at Wroughton. Deminkoff, by the way, is 
American-bred 6-year-old by Apprehension out 
of Bessie. Cahirciveen was ridden by E. Wil-

liams, a capable horseman but no relation to 
stylish Dudley Williams, who won the Grand 
National on Mrs. Ambrose Clark’s horse. 

I saw Reg. Hobbs at Sandown Park. The 
Lambourn trainer, who rode with success is an 
amateur under N. H. rules and who for many 
years managed F. Ambrose Clark’s stud of 
hunters, is looking forward to the arrival from 
the States of Alvin Untermyer’s ’chaser, Baga- 
telle. I understand that Bagatelle, a son of 
Fair Play, is qualified for the Grand National by 
virtue of his second in the International Gold 
Cup at Rolling Rock. He will be in good hands, 
for Hobbs is a thoroughly competent stableman 
and has the best of schooling grounds. Here’s 
wishing Bagatelle a better break than the un- 
lucky Billy Barton. 

Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort, who trains at 
Freemason Lodge, Newmarket, for many influ- 
ential owners, including William Woodward, J. 
H. Whitney, Marshall Field, Joel Guiness, J. E. 
Widener, Lady Zia Wernher, and Mr. and Mrs.

HERE is always a festive air about the week 

following the close of a flat racing cam- 
paign, and the Gimcrack Club dinner at York and 
the London celebrations given by Gordon Rich- 
ards and the National Sporting League were im- 
portant occasions which clashed last week. 

Lord Milton, the 24-year-old son and heir of 
Earl Fitzwiiliam, was the guest of honor at the 
famous York gathering, his colt Paul Beg having 
won the time-honored Gimcrack Stakes at the 
August meeting on the Knavesmire. It is the 
custom for these winning owners, when replying 
to the toast of “The winner of the Gimcrack,” to 
air their views on desirable Turf reforms, and 
although young Lord Milton’s speech could not 
be compared with those which I heard Sir Abe 
Bailey, H.H. Aga Khan, Sir Alfred Butt, and 
others deliver in recent years, still he made a 
number of interesting points. 

No one would cavil at his suggestions that rac- 
ing should be made cheaper for the public; that 
better prizes should be awarded to horses placed 
second and third; and that the practice of run- 
ning unnamed 2-year-olds should be abolished. 
In advocating that “warning-off” sentences should 
be for a definite term, and that the question of 
jockeys’ expenses should be investigated by the 
stewards, Lord Milton got into deeper water, and 
the views he expressed will not be so whole- 
heartedly endorsed. 

There is, clearly, an argument in favor of tell- 
ing a man who has committed a misdemeanor on 
the Turf the extent of the penalty he has incurred. 
We all know of cases where the warning off of a 
trainer or jockey has been a heart-breaking ex- 
perience, the culprit carrying on from year to 
year in the hope that the ban will be lifted in 
order that he might regain his livelihood. “The 
ordinary criminal,’ said Lord Milton, “is fined or 
sentenced to a term of imprisonment. He knows 
what he must do to expiate his crime. The man 
who is warned off is in a worse case, not know- 
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ing whether it is a six months or a life sentence.” 

On the face of it, the case for reform is clearly 
made out, but there is another aspect of the mat- 
ter. Just as capital punishment by hanging has 
a most salutory effect in deterring the would-be 
murder, so does this apparently harsh rule of the 
Jockey Club and National Hunt Committee help 
appreciably to keep the doubtful kind of sports- 
men, who are inevitably mixed up with good 
racing folk, along the straight and narrow path. 
If a scale of penalties were introduced by the 
Stewards, I am afraid there would be a lot more 
wrong-doing. Suppose, for instance, that jockeys 
knew that the penalty for betting was suspension 
for 12 months. Would not many of them “take a 
chance” of being “rested” for such aterm? This 
matter of gambling among jockeys is already a 
serious evil, but I am sure it would be infinitely 
worse except for the fact that the dreaded warn- 
ing off sentence is the certain penalty of its dis- 
covery. I believe also, that there is a legal point 
involved which deters the authorities from alter- 
ing their rules as Lord Milton suggests, but apart 
from this consideration, I think it would be un- 
wise to tamper with the regulations. 

Lord Milton’s other point was that jockeys 
charge expenses, in addition to riding fees, con- 
trary to rule 101 of the Rules of Racing. This 
rule reads: 

In the absence of special agreement to ride for a 
lower sum, the fee to a winning jockey shall be £5. 5s., 
and to a losing jockey £3. 3s., and no further charge 
shall be made except when requested to leave home 
for the purpose of riding, in which case the cost of 
travelling expenses, and £1 a day for living, shall be 
charged to the owner, or divided between the owners 
at whose request he left home... . 

Every jockey sending in a charge for expenses at a 
meeting shall state at the same time what charge has 
been made to other owners for attending the same 
meeting. 

According to Lord Milton, jockeys who get 
chance mounts at a meeting charge traveling 
expenses to the owners for whom they ride. and 
he hinted that many jockeys make a consider- 
able income by such charges to which they are 
not entitled by rule. I do not think that this is a 
matter that calls for the intervention of the 
stewards. The remedy is entirely in the hands of 
the owners. If they decline to pay the charges, 
then the matter could be submitted to the stew- 
ards if the jockey insisted—a procedure which 
the rider would be unlikely to demand if his 
claim was not a bona fide one. The trouble is that 
many owners, fearing they will not get a square 
deal next time, pander to the jockeys by paying 
these illegal expenses without demur, a practice 
that encourages certain of the riding fraternity 
in their covetousness. 


DELAWARE 


TRACK SITES CONSIDERED 


HOUGH names of those interested were not 

revealed, it was reported in Wilmington, 
Del., on December 18 that a group of Wilmington 
men had taken an option on two farms totaling 
about 450 acres near Stanton, seven miles from 
Wilmington. Application has been made by this 
group to Secretary of State Walter D. Smith for 
a charter for the Delaware Steeplechase and Race 
Association. A meeting of members of the as- 
sociation was to be held in a few days, when 
construction of a race track would be discussed. 
The ground on which options are held was de- 
scribed as well suited to such a purpose. 


MARYLAND 


MARYLAND DATE SCHEDULE 


FFICIALS of the four major Maryland 

tracks met last week in Baltimore, and 
agreed on a date schedule for 1936. Formal ap- 
proval by the Maryland Racing Commission has 
not been given, since Chairman Jervis Spencer, 
Jr., said that it was his understanding that Mary- 
land’s racing law required dates to be approved 
during the year for which they are set, but the 
commission has indicated that the dates would 
be allowed without change. Pincipal changes are 
in the relative length of spring and fall meetings 
at Pimlico, Bowie and Havre de Grace. The 
Pimlico oval does its best business at the 
spring meeting, and will consequently have a 
16-day session in May, with nine days in the fall. 
Bowie, which flourishes in the fall, will run 10 
days in April, 15 in November. Havre de Grace, 
slightly more successful in the spring, will have 
14 days in April, 11 in September. The Laurel 
track will hold to its policy of holding one meet- 
ing, of 25 days, in the fall, opening October 3.

DATE SCHEDULE 


HREE Canadian tracks, making up the In- 

corporated Canadian Racing Associations, 
announced spring and summer dates December 
19. Woodbine Park opens the season, as usual, 
beginning a seven-day meeting on May 23. The 
Niagara Racing Association (Fort Erie), which 
took advantage of the new Canadian racing law 
to hold a single 14-day meeting in 1934, will go 
back to its previous practice to hold two seven- 
day meetings this year, the first to begin on 
July 4. Woodbine Park’s meeting includes two 
Saturdays and Victoria Day (May 24); Hamil- 
ton, which opens June 25, gets one Saturday 
and Dominion Day (July 1); and Fort Erie gets 
Saturday, July 4, and the following Saturday. 
Thorncliffe Park, formerly a member of the 
I. C. R. A., withdrew from the association sev- 
eral weeks ago. It is expected that other 
Toronto tracks will ask for dates to fill the gap 
between Woodbine Park’s closing day and the 
opening of Hamilton. It was rumored in Toronto 
that Dufferin Park planned a meeting from June 
20 to June 25, which would conflict, for three 


days with the meeting at Hamilton. The I. C. 
R. A. dates are:

Barriers 


ie takes little foresight to recognize the fact 
that the stall-gate, with its various types, is 
on its way out. On December 21 Hal Price 
Headley announced that the new Keeneland 
track would not use the gates, that the old Mc- 
Ginnis type of barrier will probably be used at 
the Lexington track next spring. Slightly 
earlier it had been determined that a modifica- 
tion of the Australian barrier would be used at 
Hialeah Park during the coming meeting. New 
York tracks, it has been announced, will use a 
webbed barrier of some type to replace the stalls. 
Churchill Downs was apparently willing to ex- 
periment with the Lexington barrier, designed by 
Turner Clay Rush, of Lexington, at its meeting 
last fall. 


Also its takes little foresight to see what will 
happen at tracks which retain the gates next 
year. Putting a reluctant horse into a stall- 
gate is difficult enough at best, but when the 
horses which have been accustomed to the 
Hialeah Park barrier move north, unfamiliar 
with the stalls, there will be confusion still more 
confounded. Other tracks will be almost forced 
to leave the gates, for pari-mutuel tracks must 
have quick starts in the interest of the betting 
windows. 


The argument for and against the stall-gates 
has gone on since their installation. The gates 
have the definite advantage that a well behaved 
horse, standing quietly in his place, is protected 
against bad post actors. This, of course, is as 
it should be, but in practice the poor post actor, 
taken to the outside, gets away in, stride, with 
a considerable advantage over the rest of the 
field. King Saxon is a good example, but there 
are others. On the other hand, there are un- 
questionably too many injuries from the gates. 

All of which makes me an advocate of the 
walk-up start, as preferable either to the gates 
or to the standing start with a webbed barrier. 
A horse which is walking is much less likely to 
kick another than if the two are standing still, 
and every post parade proves that it is easier 
for the riders to control horses that are walking. 
In fact the one thing a bad actor won’t do is stand 
still, and delay in the break is likely to cause 
even well behaved horses to become restive. 
Several trainers have expressed the opinion that 
a standing start, throwing a very sudden strain 
on none too durable legs, is responsible for the 
breaking down of many horses, and the retire- 
ment of High Quest last year was attributed to 
such a factor. And not the least of the advan- 
tages of the walk-up start is the fact that it 
will eliminate the assistant starters, and the 
much too frequent use of the twitch. 

The pressure will be put on the starters them- 
selves, but most of these, being capable men in 
the first place, will not object to so much pres- 
sure. The walk-up start will mean that jockeys 
must be thoroughly under the starter’s control. 
Personally, I would rather try to convince a 2- 
year-old with four crosses of Fair Play to stand 
still at the barrier, than to persuade the average 
jockey that it isn’t his routine duty to beat the 
gate. But the starter has plenty of authority 


to enforce obedience; hence the walk-up start 
seems to me to offer the fairest insurance of 
even starts, with the least chance of injury to 
horses.

Reappointment 


HE reappointment of Carleton F. Burke as 

chairman of the California Horse Racing 
Board is almost an unexpected pleasure. During 
his recently expired term in that position, he did 
more than any other individual to raise racing 
in California from a sort of backyard pastime 
to a first-class sport. The California Horse Rac- 
ing Board has steadily refused to allow itself 
to be stampeded in the perilous direction of too 
many tracks, and has furnished itself with many 
enemies, including those who wished to build 
additional tracks, and those who found less easy 
money under the new and better regime. A 
good deal of the opposition came also from the 
California Assembly, which made two investiga- 
tions into the conduct of racing in the state. Of 
course the Assembly knew nothing of racing, but 
they weren’t looking for racing. They were 
working on the familiar legislative principle that 
a tax revenue of $3,000,000 yearly while you’re 
in and little or nothing afterward, is worth much 
more than a stable income of $1,500,000 yearly 
while you’re out. If three tracks bring in an 
income of $1,000,000 yearly (California’s revenue 
may exceed this figure for 1935), the legislators 
figured that twice as many tracks ought to 
bring in twice as much. Such mathematics is 
apparently acceptable enough in legislative cir- 
cles, though private business could hardly be run 
by it. 

‘The Horse Racing Board refused to be run by 
it, at any rate, and went steadily on its way to 
improve California racing. When the Assembly 
proved itself insufficiently educated to frame a 
law which would permit private betting by wire 
and would at the same time prohibit bookmaking, 
the Racing Board handled the situation by or- 
dering out all wires to the track except those of 
newspapers and legitimate news services. The 
reappointment of Mr. Burke is virtual assurance 
that racing in California will continue to be well 
conducted. 


MASSACHUSETTS 


AGAWAM PARK 

ETITION to reorganize under the bankrupt 

act has been filed by officials of Agawam 
Park, newest American race track, near Spring- 
field, Mass., according to recent reports. It had 
already been known that the October meeting 
there was a disastrous one, so much so that some 
horsemen had to wait several days before receiv- 
ing purses they had won at the meeting. Lia- 
bilities of the track are listed at $303,759 in the 
petition, and assets at $5,275. Officials propose 
to submit to creditors,a plan by which all claims 
will be paid in full, partly in cash, partly in notes. 


PLANS AT WASHINGTON 


Representative Mary Norton, of New Jersey, 
said December 19 that she would introduce into 
the next session of Congress a measure which 
would legalize pari-mutuel betting in the District 
of Columbia. A few weeks ago Walter E. O’Hara, 
owner of Narragansett Park in Rhode Island, 
said that he had secured an option on the old 
Benning track near Washington, and that he 
would build a modern plant on the site if betting 
is legalized in the district. 
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CALIFORNIA 


INTERMISSION 


O racing was held in California between the 

closing of Bay Meadows on December 14, 
and the opening of Santa Anita Park, on De- 
cember 25. Reports from the San Mateo track 
indicate an even greater success than Manager 
William P. Kyne had hoped. The pari-mutuel 
handle averaged $139,393 daily, against a daily 
average of $102,102 during the inaugural meet- 
ing last fall, an average of $88,434 during the 
1935 spring meeting. The handle on closing day 
was $247,671. 

However, the picture was not wholly pleasant, 
or at least not without some unfavorable aspects. 
George J. Meyer, editor of The Home Stretch 
(San Francisco), was one of the several sports 
writers who objected to making San Francisco a 
“hick town” by offering but five days of racing 
weekly (Mondays are dark at Tanforan and Bay 
Meadows). More serious was the fact that about 
700 horses on the Coast have nowhere to go. 
Santa Anita Park is full, the ranks of horses 
there increased by heavy invasions from the 
East, and owners of cheaper piaters haye no 
field for competition. Rumors that Agua Cali- 
ente will reopen are being circulated, apparently 
more hopefully than accurately. These horses, 
however, have had almost continuous racing op- 
portunities since last winter, as Agua Caliente, 
the San Francisco tracks, Longacres, and the 
California fairs have been open to them. 

This situation existed to some extent last year, 
and California writers were somewhat acid with 
respects to the preference given eastern horses. 
That note is significantly lacking this winter, as 
the rapidly mounting success of racing in Cali- 
fornia has left little doubt that the present poli- 
cies are helpful to the sport there. 


SANTA ANITA HANDICAP WEIGHTS 

Before weights for the Santa Anita Handicap 
Were announced December 18, it had been de- 
cided by officials of the Los Angeles Turf that 
the scaling of weights between 100 and 130 
pounds, which was done last year, would be 
made a permanent policy for the race. It was 
immediately obvious that Alfred Vanderbilt’s 
handicap champion Discovery, would be given 
the heaviest impost, and interest centered largely 
in what concessions the son of Display would 
be asked to make to the other 82 horses entered. 
The list of weights shows Cavalcade, which 
whipped Discovery in every meeting in their 3- 
year-old years, assigned 127 pounds, with Mrs. 
Silas B. Mason’s Head Play, attempting a sec- 
ond come-back, asked to carry 121. The only 
other horse in the 120-pound class is *Flamenco, 
whose racing ability in comparison with Ameri- 
can horses is an unknown quantity, his disap- 
pointing debut in New England having revealed 
nothing. *Azucar, winner of the rich event last 
year, is in with 118 pounds. one more than he 
carried last winter. Top Row, twice victor over 
Discovery when receiving concessions of 22 and 
27 pounds respectively, will be assigned 116 
pounds, and will share that weight with Rose- 
mont, highest weighted of this year’s 3-year-oids. 
Ladysman, second in last year’s rununing of 
the event, has 115 pounds, two less than he car- 
ried last year when he finished second in the 
big race and one more than Time Supply, which 
was third last year under 118. At 113 pounds 
are Only One and Psychic Bid, a pound more 


than Stand Pat and War Glory are asked to 
carry.

TOP ROW PREPARES 


While Discovery rolled west on a train. also 
bearing Trainer Stotler and Jockey Bejshak, and 
Cavalcade and his Brookmeade stablemates were 
reported in good condition passing through New 
Orleans, A. A. Baroni’s slightly built Top Row 
was working industriously at the Santa Anita 
Park track, in preparation for the Christmas 
Stakes which will feature the opening day of the 
Santa Anita meeting. This race, which will have 
been run when readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE re- 
ceive this issue, is at one mile, and Top Row had 
been assigned a 124 pound package. The 
son of Peanuts, expected to be a troublesome 
contender for the $100,000 handicap in February, 
went seven furlongs in 1:27, with 124 pounds up, 
with former jockey Jake Kellum in the saddle. 
The first six furlongs were covered in 1:14, and 
Top Row, uncer strong restraint, went the last 
furlong in 13 seconds. 


DISCOVERY SHIPS WEST 


Discovery, Alfred Vanderbilt’s principal bid 
for the $100,000 Santa Anita Handicap, left 
Baltimore December 20, with a number of other 
Vanderbilt horses, and were to have arrived in 
Los Angeles December 23. J. H. (Bud) Stotler, 
trainer of the stable, and Johnny Bejshak, who 
will ride Discovery in the handicap, were pas- 
sengers on the same train. 


STEVENSON LEADS 


With the racing of December 21 included, 
Charles Stevenson, riding at New Orleans, was 
three winners ahead of Wayne D. Wright, now 
at Tropical Park. After going into a tie on De- 
cember 16, Stevenson lost ground when Wright, 
on December 17, rode a triple. Stevenson’s win- 
ner of December 20 brought another tie at 186 
all, and on the following day the apprentice rode 
three winners, while Wright was shut out at 
Tropical Park. The present score: Stevenson, 
189; Wright, 186. 
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KENTUCKY 


KENTUCKY ASSOCIATION 


ETTLEMENT of the affairs of the 107-year-old 

Kentucky Association track at Lexington was 
concluded December 23, when checks for a total 
of $62,000 were distributed to the 96 bondholders 
of the organization. Payment was at the rate of 
62 cents for each $1 worth of bonds. The site of 
the track was sold to the Government last fall, 
for $1,000 an acre, and a recent sale of improve- 
ments on the property brought a total of 
$8,411.20. 

The First National Bank & Trust Company, 
trustee for the bondholders, issued a statement 
December 22 showing that total receipts for the 
property amounted to $75,446.49, with expendi- 
tues amounting to $13,391.99. The disbursements 
included a payment of $4,000 to Hal Price Head- 
ley, who advanced that sum to the Association 
to pay off a deficit in the funds of the Breeders’ 
Futurity, in order to facilitate disposal of the 
property. Mr. Headley expressed the hope that 
many of the bondholders would reinvest money 
received from the Kentucky Association track in 
Keeneland, new race track project in Lexington.

DEATH OF LOUIS LEE HAGGIN 
Col. Louis Lee Haggin died at the Good 


Samaritan Hospital, Lexington, on the morning 
of December 20, without having regained con- 
sciousness after a cerebral hemorrhage with 
which he had been stricken three days earlier. 


Colonel Haggin, born in New York City Septem- 
ber 30, 1883, was a son of James Ben Ali Haggin, 
Jr., whose father was the most extensive breeder 
of Thoroughbreds in the world. Though he never 
made a serious entry into the breeding of horses, 
Colonel Haggin maintained a strong interest in 
racing. He was a director of the new Keeneland 
Association and a member of the American 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association. He had an 
extensive collection of books, records, trophies, 
and pictures related to the sport, and for some 
years concerned himself with investigations into 
the history of the American Thoroughbred, in 
which fieid he possessed a wide fund of authori- 
tative information. For years he was the donor 
of the trophy attached to the Ben Ali Handicap 
at Lexington. He was also interested in other 
animal breeding, and was the owner of Becky 
Broomhill, three times grand champion pointer. 


SPLIT SECOND 


After the King Ranch Stable’s Split Second 
had won the Selima Stakes on October 19, THE 
BLOOD-HORSE, through a misapprehension in as- 
sembling the filly’s record, stated that she was 
purchased as a yearling at the Lexington fall 
sales by Earl B. Smith, bidding for the King 
Ranch. In order to put the record straight we 
append the following notes. 

Split Second is a black filly, foaled January 
19, 1933, at Elsmeade Farm, Lexington, Ky., 
and bred by Morton L. Schwartz. She is by 
Sortie out of the good stakes winner One Hour, 
sister to Clock Tower. In 1934 Mr. Schwartz 
decided to sell some of his Thoroughbred stock 
at the Lexington fall sales, and One Hour and 
her then yearling filly were among those offered. 
One Hour was sold, but the yearling was bid 
in at $1,000 and was taken back to Elsmeade. 

On January 2, 1935, the filly, named Split 
Second, and some other horses were shipped 
from Elsmeade Farm to Trainer Max Hirsch’s 
winter quarters at Columbia, S. C. Some time 
later Trainer Hirsch, by private purchase, ob- 
tained from Mr. Schwartz the filly Split Second 
and two other Sortie 2-year-olds, Advancing and 
En Masse. 

Split Second did not start until the Saratoga 
meeting. Then, on August 3, she made her first 
start and won by five lengths over a field of 
maiden fillies, after having been backed from 
4-1 down to 8-5. During the Saratoga meeting 
Robert J. Kleberg, of Texas’ famous King Ranch 
organization, purchased the filly privately from 
Mr. Hirsch. With the latter continuing as her 
trainer, she made tinree other starts, winning an 
overnight race, finishing third in the Matron 
Stakes, and winning the Selima Stakes. 


CHRISTMAS CARD 


The Christmas card sent out by Walter E. 
O’Hara, managing director of Narragansett 
Park, has a wingspread of two feet two inches, 
and when unfolded is a foot and a half across. 
The illustration is the finish of a horse race, 
showing nine horses. In one corner is an inset 
showing a “program” of “The Mutuel Handicap, 
for all ages, which sell mutuel tickets.” Nar- 
ragansett Park, of course, is the winner. The 
others are Arlington, Santa Anita, Hialeah, Suf- 
folk Downs, Pimlico, Havre de Grace, Rocking- 
ham, and Agawam. Agawam is owned by the 
Fainthearted Stable. Hialeah is sired by Tropical 
Pest.

FLORIDA 


TROPICAL PARK 


EFORE Tropical Park opened December 17, 

Manager William V. Dwyer predicted that 
the betting would average 40 per cent better 
than the first meeting last winter. At the end 
of the first week of the current meeting, it was 
announced that wagering was up just this 
amount. Exact figures have not been received, 
but the average handle for the first six days of 
Tropical Park’s December meeting in 1934 was 
$100,127, which would make that of the present 
meeting about $140,000 daily. After beginning 
with an average handle of $100,127 for the first 
week, play mounted to an average of $148,983 
last year, as increasing tourist population in 
Florida increased attendance. A similar increase 
is expected this year, and the current meeting 
seems well assured of success. It has been an- 
nounced that purses will be increased after the 
end of the present week with the minimum at 
$600 instead of the present $500, and with a 
number of larger purses for featured races. 
A $2,000 handicap is to be offered on New 
Year’s Day. 

The quality of the sport has been reasonably 
good. An evenly matched field contested the 
$1,000 overnight handicap which featured the 
racing of Saturday, December 21, with victory 
going to the second choice, Mrs. L. C. White’s 
Scotch Gold, which lasted to win by a nose from 
Mrs. A. W. Abbott’s Dancing Doll. The secondary 
attraction, a dash for juveniles, was won by the 
odds-on favorite, Mrs. E. B. Carpenter’s Empty 
Bottle, which led all the way to defeat Odessa 
Farms Stable’s Don Creole, the second choice. 
Favorites fared none too well, only two suc- 
ceeding in the seven events, but all of the 
winners were well backed, none running much 
over 5 to 1. 

Though the weather has been clear and the 
track fast, Florida is, as winter resorts frequently 
are, suffering the coldest December weather in 
35 years, but crowds have been little affected. 


N. A. S. R. C. TO HEAR OFFICIALS 

Walter H. Donovan, president of the National 
Association of State Racing Commissioners, said 
December 18 that the business program of the 
January meeting of that body would include 
addresses by two prominent racing officials as 
yet unnamed. President Donovan said: 

We don't want to lose sight ef the problems of the 
racing officials in our sessions. During these annual 
conventions, we should establish close harmony be- 
tween commissioners and racing officials. In the forth- 
coming meeting, we plan to have a well-known steward 
and racing secretary address the assembly. 


SMALLMAN TRIPLE 

J. E. Smallman, Canadian sportsman, won 
three of the seven events at Tropical Park De- 
cember 18, scoring with Scotch Queen (10 to 1) 
in the first race, Clarksdale (3 to 1) in the third, 
and Ilchester (4 to 1) in the fifth. George Alex- 
andra, who was third on the list of leading 
trainers last year, saddled the trio, and Jockey 
Bobby Watson was in the saddle in all three 
races. 


TRAINER’S PRIZES 

As was the case last year, Hialeah Park will 
offer $1,500 in prizes for trainers during the com- 
ing winter meeting. The prize will be in three 
divisions. The first $500 will go to the trainer 


with the best record for the first 15 days of the 
meeting; a second prize of the same size will be 
offered for the most successful trainer during 
the second 15-day period; and a third for the 
final 16 days. Points will be computed on the 
basis of four for a winner, two for a horse fin- 
ishing second, one for third. 

Last year’s prizes were won by Vincent 
O’Mara, Hirsch Jacobs, and J. Gorga. Both 
Gorga and Jacobs are again at Miami, and the 
latter, now certain of being leading American 
trainer for the third consecutive year, will be 
a favorite to win one or more of this season’s 
prizes. 


LOUISIANA 
FAIR GROUNDS 
AD weather held down attendance at the 


Fair Grounds December 21, for though rain 
did not actually fall until the sixth race, overcast 
skies kept many from the track. Form was 
reasonably well observed, three favorites winning 
in the seven-race program, but the only odds-on 
choice of the day, B. Hernandez’ Zuni, was 
soundly beaten in the day’s secondary feature, 
an allowance race for 2-year-olds, and finished 
sixth, dropping back steadily. The race was won 
by W. J. Miller’s Speed Limit, a Jean Valjean 
gelding, which just lasted to defeat Imperial 
Farm Stable’s Imperial Bill. The chief attraction, 
an $800 overnight handicap, was won by F. 
Ianni’s Biff, which ran down the leaders to win 
drawing out. In the stretch he impeded the early 
pacemaker, The Pelican, and also the runner-up, 
Gilbert Elston, but the foul was allowed to pass 
unnoticed. Charles Stevenson, now leading the 
jockey list by virtue of a triple completed on Biff, 
was astride the winner. Suspension for the foul 
would probably have removed him from con- 
tention for the leadership, as Wayne Wright, only 
a winner or so behind him, is riding at Tropical 
Park. 

No figures regarding pari-mutuel play have 
been released, as is the custom at Catterinich- 
controlled tracks. Daily Racing Form’s corre- 
spondent remarked in the report of Saturday’s 
racing that just before the running of the first 
race, there was so much manipulation of the 
odds board that few had any definite idea what 
the ultimate winner would pay his backers. The 
final price on this race, won by Judge Primrose 
after considerable interference, was $11.40 for a 
$2 ticket. 

TAMPERING BLOCKED 

Three men were arrested at New Orleans De- 
cember 21, in connection with an attempt to 
tamper with the horses Biff and Hueu, both 
entered in the feature race of December 21 at 
the Fair Grounds. A track employee discovered 
an intruder in Hueu’s stall about 3 o’clock Sat- 
urday morning. This proved to be a negro who 
gave police the name of Charles Martin, but 
who also was known as Frank Williams, a resi- 
dent of Columbus, Ga. A capsule containing a 
substance which has not yet been analyzed, and 
a glass “gun” for administering medicine to 
horses were found in his possession. 

Following an investigation by New Orleans 
police, two white men, William Murphy, Havre 
de Grace, Md., and Joseph Kilmurry, Baltimore, 
Md., were arrested as accomplices of the 
negro. Police said that Murphy and Kilmurry 


directed the negro to the stall occupied by Hueu, 
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and also told him where he could find Biff, 
stabled at another part of the track. Police are 
seeking two other men who were thought to be 
involved in the tampering. 

The three were held on charges of vagrancy, 
pending further investigation. It was learned 
also that the negro was said to have been im- 
plicated in the administration of strychnine to 
a horse at Charles Town last year, resulting in 
the death of the animal. 

YEARLING RACE 

Unwilling to wait for January 1, horsemen 
at the Fair Grounds staged an impromptu year- 
ling race December 18, sending 12 yearlings 
to post for a quarter-mile dash. Eleven finished, 
the twelfth being Van Grayson’s filly, Spanish 
Song, which fell about 70 yards from the fin- 
ish, breaking two legs. The winner was the New 
Orleans-owned Indian Love, property of F. P. 
Leiellier. 

RULINGS 

Stewards at the Fair Grounds issued the fol- 
lowing rulings last week: for failure to notify 
Jockey Haber of his engagements, Jockey Agent 
L. Dilger’s license was revoked December 19; for 
foul riding on December 18, G. Green was 
suspended 10 days; for foul riding December 19, 
W. Bradshaw was suspended 10 days. 


REFERENCE BOOKS 


AST winter J. A. Estes, acting for the newly 

organized American Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association, of which he is assistant secretary, 
prepared and published a reference book entitled 
Thoroughbred Pedigrees 1934. It contained five 
cross pedigrees of 34 outstanding horses of the 
American Turf during the year 1934, along with 
similar pedigrees of four leading foreign horses 
ana various indexing and summarizing material. 
It included also a tabular bloodline analysis of 
many of the principal stallions in the country, 
the different lines being indicated by a set of 
typographical symbols. It was intended that 
the book should be the first of an annual series 
of reference books. 

Since then, however, two developments have 
made it seem inadvisable to continue publication 
of Thoroughbred Pedigrees. Last spring Thomas 
B. Cromwell, then editor of THE BLoop-HORSE, 
decided to undertake the publication of a loose 
leaf stallion register, with a visible bloodline in- 
dex which was essentially the same as that used 
in Thoroughbred Pedigrees 1934, except that it 
used the names of horses instead of symbols. 
Then, in the fall of the year, Mr. Cromwell re- 
linguished control of THE BLOoD-HORSE and sold 
it (including the stallion register) to the Ameri- 


can Thoroughbred Breeders Association, by 
which it is now operated. 
As the loose leaf stallon register, with its 


visible bioodline index, supplies the fulfillment of 
the need which caused the publication of the 
bloodline index in Thoroughbred Pedigrees, it 
has been decided not to continue the publication 
of the latter. The immediate response to the 
publication of the Stallion Register and Mating 
Book was such as to indicate that it will eventu- 
ally find its way into hands of most of those who 
are most interested in American Thoroughbred 
pedigrees. 

There is a possibility, its realization depending 
upon the amount of interest shown by breeders 


and others, that an accessory service may be 
added to the annual routine of additions to the 
stallion register. Five-cross pedigrees of the 
outstanding horses of each season could be pre- 
pared for inclusion in the loose leaf book, to- 
gether with the regular visible index to blood- 
lines and complete analytical material. With 
these before him, the breeder would have an in- 
valuable guide to aid him in planning his matings. 
The cost of printing the pedigrees would have 
to be borne entirely by the purchasers of them, 
whereas in the case of the stallions the cost is 
distributed between the stallion owner and the 
purchaser of the book, the stallion owner, of 
course, paying the greater portion. If prelimi- 
nary inquiries bring an affirmative response, a 
prospectus of the service will be issued later, 
and the preparation of the material will be 
undertaken if there is reasonable assurance that 
the venture will not result in a loss. 


The additional pedigrees and supplementary 
material for the Stallion Register and Mating 
Book are being finished this week, and should be 
in the mail and on the way to owners of the book 
before the end of the year. 


SUPPLEMENTS 

THE BLOOD-HORSE will send to its subscribers, 
along with the first issue of 1935, the complete 
index to Volume 24, comprising the last six 
months of 1935. Those who file their copies of 
the magazine will find it advisable to keep the 
index to facilitate reference. 

The annual supplement containing the pedi- 
grees of all stakes winners in North America 
during the year, along with a great deal of other 
valuable reference material, will be published 
with the issue of January 11, and will be dis- 
tributed gratis to all readers of THE BLOoop- 
Horse. Extra copies of the stakes winners sup- 
plement may be ordered at a cost of 25 cents 
each. THE BLOOD-HORSE stakes winners supple- 
ments have been issued annually since and in- 
cluding 1929, and back numbers are still avail- 
able for each year at 25 cents each. 

Bound volumes of THE BLOOD-HORSE, including 
both index and stakes winners supplement, will 
be available in a few weeks at the usual cost 
of $5 each.

DECEMBER SALES 

ESPITE the uncertainties of the European 

political situation and the imminent threat 
of war, business at the recent Newmarket De- 
cember sales was quite satisfactory, and was 
marked by a revival in the export trade. Pur- 
chases were made for shipment to Russia, 
France, Germany, Sweden, Poland, Denmark, 
South Africa, Canada, Argentina, and Japan, 
but orders from the United States were still 
very few. 

With their usual contempt for averages, Eng- 
lish commeniators considered it quite sufficient 
to report that the aggregate for the five days 
of selling was 213,279 guineas, as against 
202,780 guineas last year, without stating the 
number of lots sold. And as the papers carrying 
the results of the last day’s selling have not yet 
been received in the office of THE BLOOD-HORSE, 
we can only report on the first four days of the 
auctions. During that time there were sold 606 
lots for 188,613 guineas, an average of 3111, 
guineas ($1,634). Last year’s average for the 
entire five days was 29315 guineas ($1,541). 

Highest price of the sale was 4,400 guineas 
($23,100), paid by Major Basil Kerr, agent for 
the Duke of Westminster, for Dona Sol, a 5- 
year-old mare by Solario—Sister-in-Law, in foal 
to Blandford’s son Blenheim. The 13-year-old 
mare Cradle Song, by Hurry On—Verve, in foal 
to Blandford, was purchased by John A. Dewar 
for 3,900 guineas ($20,675). The only shipment 
to America from the sale appears to have been 
*Escapade, a 33-year-old filly by Tetratema which 
Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort bought for A. B. Han- 
cock for 370 guineas ($1,942). .

YEARLINGS SOLD AT AUCTION IN NORTH AMERICA IN 1935 


O department of racing showed more clearly 

the general upturn in the sport in 1935 than 
did the various yearling sales held in North 
America during the twelve months ending this 
week. THE BLOOD-HORSE, following its custom, 
publishes: below a complete list of all yearling 
sales by auction in the country during the year. 
Totals compiled from the list show that 841 year- 
lings were sold for $991,835, an average of 
$1,179.35 each. The average is $357.65, or 43.5 
per cent, higher than in 1934. It is 79.6 per 
cent higher than the 1933 average. 


Readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE who remember 
having been informed that this year’s Saratoga 
yearling sales averaged 27 per cent higher than 
in 1934, and that yearlings sold at Lexington this 
fall were 37 per cent higher than in 1934 may 
be surprised to learn that, taking all yearling 
sales for the year into consideration, the increase 
was 43.5 per cent. The explanation is interesting 
and significant. A majority of each season’s 
yearling sales are held at Saratoga, and the Lex- 
ington fall sales account for the greater part 
of the remainder. This year, for instance, only 
46 vearlings were sold at auction in sales other 
than those at Saratoga and Lexington. The 
Saratoga average is much higher than that in 
Kentucky. This year there was a considerable 
shift of numbers from Lexington to the Spa 
arena. There were 548 head sold at Saratoga, an 
increase of 140 over the number disposed of 
there in 1934. Contrariwise, there was a de- 
crease of 31 head at Lexington, from 277 to 246. 
Thus, it is obvious that there were sold in the 
eastern market this year a considerable number 
of yearlings which, under such conditions as pre- 
vailed last year, would not have been considered 
worthy of being offered in that market. 

The highest price for which a yearling was 
sold at auction in 1935 was $20,000,-as against 
$11,500 in 1934. The $20,000 colt was a bay son 
of Blue Larkspur and *Knockaney Bridge, by 
Bridge of Earn.
